Quidditch  is  not  exactly  a sport  one  expects  to  find.  well,  anywhere.  But  out  on  the  Common  almost  every  weekend,  you  can  find 
the  Hmerson  Quidditch  teams  practicing,  scrimmaging,  and  competing  in  a sport  that  is  generally  known  as  fictional. 

The  game  is  not  unique  to  Emerson,  and  in  fact  there  is  a whole  Intercollegiate  Quidditch  Association  with  colleges,  universities, 
and  e\  en  some  high  schools  from  all  around  the  country.  A few  weeks  into  first  semester,  representatives  from  the  team  headed  off  to 
the  World  Cup  in  .Vliddlebury.  Vermont,  where  they  placed  fifth,  beating  out  Boston  Lhiiversity  and  UMass  to  become  the  best  team  in 
•Massachusetts.  Not  bad  at  all  for  their  first  time  at  the  tournament.  With  the  cup  over,  the  team  returned  to  the  Common  and  formed  a 
league  of  four  teams,  the  Boylston  Berserkers,  the  Faneuil  Falcons,  the  Bark  .Street  Pulverizers,  and  the  Old  North  Narwhals,  to  play 
during  the  spring  semester.  The  game  is  played  with  two  teams  of  seven,  and  with  over  people  showing  up  to  each  scrimmage, 
league  pla\  was  the  only  way  to  go.  Although  the  game  is  certainly  curious,  it  is  quickly  becx)ming  an  integral  part  of  Emerson  as  the 
fastest  growing  sport  here,  [-'reshman  Marketing  Communication  major  Forrayne  Rocha  explains,  "Fet’s  face  it.  This'll  probably  be  the 
onl\  time  I'll  ever  get  to  play  Quidditch  in  my  life,  so  why  not  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  now?" 

fhe  game  is  .Muggle  Quidditch.  and  it  generally  follows  the  same  rules  as  those  set  forth  by  J.K.  Rowling  in  the  Flarry  FMtter 
series,  except,  of  course,  for  the  fact  that  the  players  can't  By.  Instead,  the  athletes  chase  each  other  on  foot,  with  broomsticks  between 
their  legs  and  capes  Buttering  behind  them  in  the  wind.  The  game  ends  -just  as  in  the  book-  when  the  snitch  is  caught,  earning  the  team 
that  does  the  catching  .“iO  points.  Instead  of  a Hying  golden  ball,  the  part  of  the  snitch  is  played  by  a runner,  dressed  in  yellow,  with  a 
sock  that  must  be  grabbed  by  the  seeker.  In  the  mean  time,  the  rest  of  the  team  plays  on  the  field,  trying  to  put  the  quaffle  -a  volleyball 
for  the  purposes  of  the  game-  through  the  other  team's  hoops,  and  stop  the  other  team  from  doing  the  same.  .Since  the  snitch  is  worth 
much  less,  at  .^0  points,  in  .Muggle  Quidditch  than  in  the  version  in  the  books,  where  it's  worth  FSO  points,  catching  the  snitch  doesn't 
necessarily  decide  the  game.  It  only  takes  five  goals  to  even  the  scctre.

Election 


Politics  took  the  nation  by  storm  this  year  and  college  students  across  the 
country  played  a large  role  in  generating  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  2008 
elections.  For  their  part  in  this  year's  exciting  race,  Fimersonians  volunteered  or 
worked  lor  the  campaigns  ol  several  presidential  hopeluls.  During  the  primaries 
this  included  Fdillary  Clinton,  John  McCain  and  John  Edwards,  all  strong 
contenders  in  the  Democratic  and  Republican  primaries.  Alter  the  respective 
Democratic  and  Republican  national  conventions,  students  went  to  work  lor  botF 
parties  during  the  intense  national  campaigns.  While  most  squeezed  canvassing 
the  Boston  area  and  working  phone  hanks  into  a lull  schedule  of  classes,  others 
took  off  the  entire  semester  to  work  lull-time,  or  signed  on  as  an  intern  to  learn 
the  ins  and  outs  ol  running  a national  campaign. 

Not  all  students  who  became  involved  this  year  were  majors  in  the 
Communication  Studies  program  (lormerly  Political  Organization  and 
Communications).

The  human  condition  is  the  main  focus  of 
the  Department  of  Communication  Sciences 
and  Disorders.  Students  who  are  looking  into 
careers  in  the  allied  fields  of  linguistics, 
education,  occupational  and  physical  therapy, 
medicine,  hospital  administration,  and  many 
others  have  the  opportunity  to  study  in  an 
academic  and  hands-on  environment. 

Professors  provide  introductory  information 
on  communication  disorders;  give  students  the 
opportunity  to  observe  speech,  language,  and 
hearing  service  activity;  and  teach  them  to 
assist  in  treating  patients. 

The  curriculum  helps  students  by  providing 
a scientific  orientation  to  the  field.  The 
department  itself  runs  the  Robins  Speech. 
Language  and  Hearing  Center,  which  provides 


evaluation  and  treatment  for  children  and 
adults  with  communication  disorders.  The 
center  also  runs  education  programs  for  family 
members  and  caregivers  so  they  can  better 
understand  the  disorder,  treatment,  and  what 
the  person  is  going  through. 

Students  complete  learning  placements  in 
urban  preschool  programs  and  volunteer  for 
the  school's  clinical  program.  They  can  join 
one  of  Emerson's  organizations  as  well,  such 
as  ASLEmerson,  the  Communication  Sciences 
and  Disorders  Journal  Club,  and  NSSHLA  to 
gain  a better  understanding  of  the  field.
